WASHINGTON- Cm-, April]:!.— A decision 


was random! by tho supremo court ot tho 
United States in tho railroad permit caso of 
lloiiry S. J3aiTon against George W. Burii- 
sidi1, sliorill1 of Lynn county, Iowa, in error 
to the supremo court ut that state. The 
question presented by tho caso is tho validity 
of an act of tbo general assnmbly of Iowa, 
approved April f'. 1!S*G, entitled "An act re- 
quiring foreign corporations 
to Hlo thoir 


articles of incorporation witb the secretary 
of tbo state," etc. Tho object of tho1 act is to 
compol fort ign rail way corporations to Uiku 
out a pormit for tho transaction oC business 
witbiu tho state, and it is made a condition 
of the granting of such a pormit that the 
railroad company, if suoil by a citizen oE tho 
state, shall not removu tbo cose to a federal 
court. 


This court, in an opinion by Justice Blatuh- 


tord, holds tbat as tbo Iowa statuM makes 
tho right to a pormit dependent upon the 
surrender by tho foreign corporation of n 
privilege swured to it by tbo constitution 
nnd laws of tho United States, tho statute is 
void. Tbo judgment of tho supremo court 
of Iowa Is roverwd, and tbo case romnmlnd, 
with directions to ontor a judgment dis- 
charging tbo plaintiff in error from custody.

portraits o( ilr. Gladstone, Davitt and 
1'athor Ivolor, inscribed with the words,

park fourteen stands for speakers had boon 
orectod along the whole frontaga facing tho 
fashionable park lane. Tho processionists 
woro green rosettes, cut so as to imitato ths 
shamrock, pinned to tho lapels of thoir coats. 
Tho authorities had taken every precaution 
to iireverjc disturbance of any kind.
